Selassie's old domain. 


Two of Selassie's representatives 


sat in the first secret session of the 
council when France and Britain 
opened their plea for freedom to 
recognize Ethiopia as Italian terri- 
tory. 
The meeting was called to ar- 


range the order of business before 
the council. Since the question of 
Italy's conquest was discussed the 
exiled emperor's right to be rep- 
resented was not contested.

Halifax and Bonnet wanted pub- 


lic discussion of their "do-as-you- 
please" proposal to start tomorrow 
if possible. 


A campaign to call the

was reporled being aclively pushed 
for different reasons by Colombia, 
Chile and Mexico, encouraged by 
Soviet Russia, China, New Zealand 
and Bolivia, members of the

member council. 


Halifax' and Bonnet's spokesmen 


indicated the British and 
French 


statesmen were, confident of suc- 
cess if their proposal could be 
threshed out promptly in the coun- 
cil. 


But they feared delay if the as- 


sembly, already scheduled to meet 
Sept. 5, were asked to deal with 
the question. 


The latest 
French-British 
plan 


was said to be simply for 
each 


member of the council to make a 
declaration regarding Italian recog- 
nition without a vote—the same 
procedure as used when the coun- 
cil "decided" in 1935 that Italy was 
an aggressor. 


"Realistic" diplomacy, as 
the 
French and British term their cur- 
rent policy of temporizing 
with 


Premier Mussolini, appeared 
to 


have swayed the league council 
against Emperor Haile Selassie. 


If the British and French 
gain 


their point, as is expected, it will 
be tantamount to ousting the ex- 
iled Ethiopian ruler and his con- 
quered African state from league 
membership.

to an audience'of employers. Mr 
Ching takes a "view not unlike 
that which has been expressed in 
these dispatches time and again 
namely, that-it is not the granting 
of recognition lor collective bar- 
gaining under the Wagner act, but 
what comes after the recognition is 
out of the way and negotiations be- 
gin which is all-important. 


Mr. Ching puts it this way: 
"Another thing that 
impresses 


me in the present situation is the 
fact that we are endeavoring to 
accomplish certain things' by leg- 
islation that can never be accom- 
plished in that way. 
You can no 


more legislate good human rela- 
tionships than you can good domes- 
tic relationships. The difference be- 
tween the two is that, when a man 
and a wife get into a row. they do 
not have to live together. The labor 
legislation that we have on the 
statute books today only goes so 
far as determining who is going to 
fight with whom. 


Beginning Of Job 


"In other words, we can conduct 


an election to determine who the 
parties to the conflict are to be, if 
conflict is going to take place, but 
:hat is only the beginning of the 
ob and not the end. I haven't any 
quarrel with the proposition that 
employes should be given the op- 
portunity to deal with Employers 
'hrotigh any organization they see 
"it. I think this Is sound, but the 
•esponsibility for building up prop- 
er relationships is still resting with 
hose groups after the groups have 
been determined, and 
if 
both 


groups do not approach the matter 
in the basis of honesty and integri- 
y with a realization of each other's 
problems, then nothing but trouble 
an ensue." • 
Mr. Ching frankly attacks some 
f the things which make 
for 


rouble. He says, for instance: 
"People get fixed ideas about an 


organization or an association, and 
the mere mention of that organiza- [ 
tion or that association makes the) 
hair rise on the back of somebody's 
neck. To give you an illustration: 
Someone rushes into a plant man- 
ager some day and says that the 
CIO is going to have a meeting that 
night, and 
everyone gets excited 


and acts abnormally. Why? Is it 
not a fear complex that actuates us 
many times when we learn that 
our employes are going to be orga- 
nized? If we have confidence in 
our employes and they have confi- 
dence in us and they decide to join 
a labor organization then should 


about the Wagner Labor Relations 
act. but we have it. The act is up- 
held by the supreme court. Before 
the act was passed in its present 
form and for the period following, 
a great impetus was given to the 
organization of labor unions. Can 
you imagine anything more sus- 
ceptible to disorganization 
and 


chaos than a group of inexperienc- 
ed organizers representing a large 
group of employes who have had 
no experience 
in labor 
unions, 


dealing with management entirely 
inexperienced 
in handling 
that 


kind of a situation? When we look 
at it in this • way, we 
sometimes 


wonder that we have "had so little 
trouble rather than that we have 
had so much." 
v 


Mr. Ching's speech did not com- 


ment on the labor act itself, but 
there can be no doubt that one of 
the basic reasons for misunder- 
standing is the fact that many'un- 
ion leaders have.sought to invoke 
the act by. means of trumped-up 
charges and actual coercion of fel- 
low employes. Many of the troubles 
between workers and foremen are 
deliberately started 
in order 
to 


drag the labor board into the con- 
troversy on the specious plea that 
the 
employer 
is 
"interfering" 


with, rights of organization. It is 
here that the labor board can stim- 
ulate confidence and promote in- 
dustrial peace, for. if the 
labor 


board representatives 
everywhere 


made 
independent 'investigations 


and _ refused to become tools of any 
factional. interest in labor union 
circles, much of the friction which 
harasses industrial production to- 
day would be reduced, if not elim- 
inated. There certainly ought to be 
a penalty for the filing 
of false 


charges by employes before the la- 
bor board, and this, among other 
amendments, should not be over- 
looked when the labor act under- 
goes revision.

John Nance Garner has been a 


congenital rebel since, as a young- 
ster of only twenty, he grinned at 
the "family pill roller" who thump-

chest, peered at 
his tongue and 
gave the scraw- 
ny, spindly pa- 
tient only six 
months to live 
provided, 
o" 


course, that he

years later, he 
prescribes old- 


Garner 
fashioned reme- 


dies for the state of the 
nation 


which a Congress swallows against 
the orders of a President. He has 
transformed the hitherto anaemic 
post of Vice President into an of- 
fice fully as influential, 
perhaps 


more so, than that at the more ma- 
jestic end of Pennsylvania Avenue. 


To put it tritely but succinctly 


as they do in cocktail and cloak- 
room corners 
at 
"Washington— 
"Jack" Garner has become the po- 
litical hero of the hour, his one- 
man revolt against the man he ad- 
mires the talk of the town. He may 
save—or split—the Democratic par- 
ty between now and 1940. He will 
undoubtedly determine the direc- 
tion it will take after eight years 
of New Deal divergence. Indeed, it 
is no exaggeration to suggest that 
the shrewd, snowy-haired Texan 
with the 
shaggy eyebrows 
has 


stamped his rough, rugged person- 
ality upon the nation more impres- 
sively than Mr. Roosevelt himself. 


Sided With Littls Fellow 


His metamarphosis is all 
the 


more amazing in view of the na- 
tionwide-reaction to his nomination 


" as Mr. Boosevelt's running^rriate 


less than six years ago.. He had 
been William Randolph" Hearst's 
entry, for one thing. Even Roose- 
velt voters referred to the second 
'man on the ticket as "that awful 
fellow Garner". There were shud- 
ders at the thought that only a 
heart beat stood between him and 
the presidency—at the realization 
that this slangy, unpolished plains- 
man might be summoned to the 
highest office in the land. 


Yet his emergence as the most 


powerful figure at Washington sur- 
prises nobody who has watched 
him since he entered the House in 
1903. With typical forethought he 
shunned floor or committee-room 
.debate while he boned up on na- 
tional problems. It was also char- 
acteristic of his native shrewdness

Some day someone may invent a me- 


chanical contrivance that will shriek more 
shrilly than a radical when he thinks he 
is deprived of some constitutional privi- 
lege, but it will take a lot of ingenuity 
to do it. 


Mr. Thomas, who runs for president 


on the Socialist ticket and tries to at- 
tract Communist support by arguing that 
violence is sometimes permissible as a po- 
litical weapon even in a country like ours, 
insisted on speaking in Jersey City al- 
though a permit had been refused him and 
was escorted to the ferry and thus re- 
turned to New York. Thereupon he set 
up a hue and cry akin to the expected 
call of a youngster who had seen both 
his parents slain by a bandit. 


Mr. Thomas appealed to almost every- 


one from the President down. He thinks 
that the officer who interfered with him 
might be subject to the death penalty un- 
der the Lindbergh kidnaping law. He also 
wants a congressional investigation. He 
has made no complaint to either Cham- 
berlain or De Valera for some curious 
reason. 


Of course, Mr. Thomas knows that the 


Jersey City mayor is a tyrant but he 
also knows that a city has a right to regu- 
late public meetings and that if it acts ar- 
bitrarily relief can be had through court 
coercion. But Mr. Thomas doesn't really 
want to speak half as badly as he craves 
notoriety.

Janesville is put somewhat in the class 


of Jersey City by the Weekly People, a 
publication which calls itself "the official 
.organ of the Socialist Labor party" and 
which advertises that it publishes a trea- 
tise on "Revolution" dealing "with the 
essence and organizational requirements" 
of such. 


A great share of the issue is taken up 


with denouncing Wisconsin as a violator of 
free speech, predicating the accusation 
upon something like a scuffle which 
occurred 
at 
Janesville 
when 
organ- 


izers for the "Real Workers Union, the 
Socialist Revolutionary Industrial Union," 
ran afoul what are called "gangsters and 
inflamed ignorant workers" who sort of 
ran them out of town. 


Here, too, the men who allege they 


were denied the right of free speech sat 
down like bawling children and started to 
scream and holler as though in mortal 
agony concerning the trespass upon their 
sacred rights. 
They complained to the 


committee on civil liberties established by 
congress. They complained to the gover- 
nor of Wisconsin, to the municipal govern- 
ment of Janesville, to the Janesville Ga- 
zette, to the Congressional Committee on 
Education and Labor, 
and 
perhaps to 


many others including Trotsky. 


Although these organizers for revolu- 


tion were issued a permit to speak by 
the city of Janesville their difficulty arose 
with The crowd of about 500 people who 
listened to them with fair attention for 
nearly an hour and then began a series of 
catcalls which finally ended in a threat of 
violence and the termination of the ad- 
dresses under the advice of the police that 
with eleven officers on hand an unruly 
crowd of 500 could not verv well be han- 
dled.

[ere it is that the story becomes ob- 


be difficult to fill in the blanks and lapses 
in the story. The crowd became restive 
and unruly when the speaker became in- 
sulting and denunciatory of those who dif- 
fered with him, pouring out upon, them 
from ample vials of wrath the usual 
abusive poison used upon such occasions. 


Complainants of this pink or Red vari- 


ety make a practice, whether purposely or 
not, of construing the right of free speech 
to include any sort of suspicion that comes 
to their distorted minds. Labor organizers 
of a different turn of mind are accused 
of every crime on the calendar. The rank 
and file of labor are painted as a bunch 
of stooges and nitwits and the Revolution 
is described as a kindly sort of mother 
wishing to enfold the worker in a warm 
and affectionate embrace but which most 
men in America believe 
would

them death through suffocation.

TRAINMEN GIVE AN OBJECT LESSON 


Over at Detroit within the spacious 


corridors and high vaulted banquet halls 
of the magnificent Book-Cadillac Hotel has 
just been convoked the Diamond Jubilee 
Celebration of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers which was originally 
christened back there in Civil war days 
as the Brotherhood of the Footboard. 


We are now engaged in numerous con- 


troversies respecting the rights of em- 
ployer and employe. The history of the 
Locomotive Engineer will shed a good deal 
of light upon the present-day controversy 
if we care to use it, not only to the em- 
ployes but to the employers and the gen- 
eral public as well. 


The locomotive engineers met as secret- 


ly back there in 1863 as the Klan meets to- 
day. Organizations of workers were looked 
upon as villainous associations. 
If the 


stout hearts who conceived 
this 
union 


could be brought back to earth and open 
their eyes at the splendor of surround- 
ings at Detroit what miracle could they 
imagine has intervened 
to mark 
the 


change from the rough cobwebed rafters 
of the barns in which they so clandestine- 
ly met long ago. 


The organization was created for the 


legitimate human purpose of bettering 
the conditions of its members and assur- 
ing them just treatment and a full and 
honest hearing in any controversy, an 
essential unit where so many are em- 
ployed in numerous departments in a far- 
flung undertaking. 
It was roundly con- 


demned at the outset because it was mis- 
understood. The railroads were suspicious 
of it. 
This does not necessarily reflect 


upon them. 
It is natural for men to be 


at least cautious, if not suspicious, of the 
purposes of every new creation. With the 
passage of time and the comforting reali- 
ties of experience this suspicion gradually 
changed into respect and confidence. 


It may be said from the standpoint of 


the railroads that the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers has assumed a place 
in American life of such temperate de- 
pendability as to be taken today as a part 
of our national scenery as though, like 
the Mississippi, it was always there. And 
this has resulted, we believe, because the 
members of that organization started out 
with the determination not to make strife 
but to avoid strife, not to pull the trigger 
every time a dispute arose but to be as 
tolerant of others and as patient in the 
handling of problems as they desired to be 
treated in return. 


Perhaps a long training in the handling 


of dangerous machinery, an understanding 
of the havoc visited upon all when the 
machinery jumps the rails, and an appre- 
ciation of how a little care, a little atten- 
tion to details, a little watchfulness, a 
little sensible planning, a little coopera- 
tion with others, will avoid wrecks on rail- 
roads as well as similar 
misadventures 


elsewhere, aided in working out details of 
action that have brought peace to commu- 
nities, steadiness to railroad operation 
and comfort and a wholesome life to those 
who were fortunate enough to have a 
steady job upon the rails. 


As a natural and unavoidable result 


of this 75-year-old policy, even though it 
did not bloom immediately as we know it 
now, every community knows it has been 
enriched when it has become through the 
chance 
trainmen. 
They have had for the most 


part adequate incomes. In turn they were 
bound to give to their employer the sort 
of services that can only be delivered by 
those who live decent lives. They have 
been able to build good homes, provide 
adequately for their families, support good 
schools, participate extensively in all the 
activities of our complex life, accepting 
burdens and responsibilities incident to 
that life as well as partaking of its fruits. 


And the railroads may look over this 


sort of an organization satisfied after this 
long experience that it has benefited them 
just as it has benefited the men involved 
and thc general public. Good wages, cor- 
rect hours, industrious care in the selec- 
tion of safety devices have all saved the 
railroads millions in probable damages.

However 
ther are times when the fish lies 
deep and rarely winks an eye at a 
floating fly. The best way to get 
him. on such occasions, is to lower 
a 
baited 
hook down among the 


snags, weed bottoms and over rock 
bars. A nice gob of angleworms, 
live minnows or crawfish tail are 
good baits. Do not u<:<> too large a 
hook—No. 2 or 4 answers for the 
average bluegill. 


-A good way to attract bluegills to 


a certain spot in the lake is to sink 
a tree top into waters 
that 
are 


about 
ten 
or twenty feet deep. 


Leave the branches and twigs in- 
tact, so the fish can swim among 
the branches and lay in the shaded 
waters during the sunny period of 
the day. Many small minnows and 
various water insect'; are also at- 
tracted to such spots, hence- the 
bluegills 
are 
extended food and 


shelter. 


Bluegills have long been the fav- 


orite fish of small boys. Outside 
of 
perch, we believe that more 


bluegills are fished fcr by young- 
sters than any other species of pan- 
fish. They cannot be calssed with 
suckers, red horse. ca;p and other 
similar rough fish, but are in a dif- 
ferent category entirely. Bluegills 
are really to be classed with Amer- 
ica's finest fresh -wa'cr fishes.

Dear Mrs. Post: Do you recom-

floor tie back at the window-sill 
level, and those that are short are

back about a third of the 


height of the lowVr sash. If the cur- 
tains are to be tied much higher, 
they must be very full and draped 
across the upper part of the win- 
dow in a deep loop. Otherwise, they 
look as though choking in a high 
collar. On the other hand, those 
tied too low look hobbled around 
the knees. The best way to decide 
upon their height is to pin them 
back temporarily on several win- 
dows and see which one looks best.

The Widow Card: The most im-

(a) If the widow card is a jack or 


higher the player who makes the 
first bid for his side is understood 
to be including the honor value of 
the widow in that bid. (b) If the 
widow is lower than a jack it is 
mentally included in the bid of the 
partner who is first to mention the 
suit to which the widow belongs. I' 
(c) When the widow is neither an | 
honor nor a low card of a bid suit j 
its value is temporarily discounted | 
by both partners since its eventual 
use has not been established, (d) 
Although the honor value of the 
widow, if any, is taken by the first

Young Eugene is 
equally smitten with love pangs and 
the youthful lovers sit entranced 
gazing deep into each other's eyes, 
while Crown Prince Joseph, forget- 
ting his role as guardian of the fu- 
ture queen of France, amuses him- 
self with Giselle, an itinerant gypsy 
fortune teller, who has wandered in- 
to the ducal mansion laboring under 
the same misconception as Prince 
Joseph's, that this is a public hos- 
telry.

hilarous and 
highly entertaining.

her biography. Miss Harding has 
proved conclusively that she is an 
extremely gifted and versatile writ- 
er. One is at a loss to decide wheth- 
er she is better as a serious bi- 
ographer or as a writer of comedy. 
It is all a question of personal taste.
